WILSON’S INTEREST. 

President Wilson and diplomats in 
Washington read with intense interest 
the statements made by Premier As- 
quith in the British Parliament and 
by Chancellor Von Bethmann-Hollweg 
before the German Reichstag.

entire staff of the Highty-sec- 
ond German Army Division was ca 
tured by Russian scouts and brought 
as prisoners into the Russian lines as 
the result of a daring night raid re- 
cently, according to unofficial ac- 
counts which have just been received. 

Under cover of darkness a Small 
company of scouts worked its way 
past the German trenches toward the 
German base, the details as received 
here run.

The Germans and Austrians fell in- 
to the ambush and became panic- 
stricken when the Russians opened 
fire, it is declared, the Austrians run- 
ning for their lives and throwing down 
their rifles. In the confusion, the 
German cavalry, not knowing how 
large a force might be opposing them, 
also retreated, many troops falling 
under the Russian fire. 

The Russians were ordered to fol- 
low on foot into the village. They 
came upon a large estate, and through 
the windows of the mansion made out 
the figures of German officers. 

A rush for the doors of the man- 
sion was made by ten Cossacks, the 
account continues, and so quick was 
the progress of events that the Ger- 
mans did not have time to secure 
their coats and furs before they were 
hustled outside and hurried to the 
Russian lines.

“There are some who decry taking 
any precautions or making any prep- 
arations of the military power of the 
nation because they say it win not 
prevent war, but will provoke it. Men 
and nations must prepare to meet 
their responsibilities; if it is inad- 
visable to develop strength sufficient 
to repel wrong because such devel- 
oped strength may be misused, human 
nature has indeed reached an impasse. 
Why should it be presumed that a just 
man or a just nation will cease to be 
because it has the power to be un- 
just? We mast eitner trust others or 
trust ourselves. 

“Another stumbling block to some 
ia the suggestion that no preparation 
should be made and no precaution 
should be taken because no one can 
foretell how much we may have to 
meet and what we will require to 
meet it. Here again the idea embodied 
in this suggestion would stay all hu- 
man progress. There will be some 
who assert that the devastating et- 
fects and the horror produced by the 
war now being waged make it cer- 
tain that war will be avoided for a 
long period of time after the close of 
the present war. They will argue that 
the exhaustion of resources and the 
recollection of the awful suffering will 
have the effect of deterring nations 
from entering upon war. What basis 
is there for such belief? Certainly 
euch basis cannot be found in history 
—our own or that of other nations. 

“There will be those who betieve 
and assert that the time when war 
can be avoided by negotiation or arb'- 
tration or other like means will d. 
advanced if we refrain from adopting 
a Proper military policy, but will be 
set back if we do so. It is difficult 
to comprehend on what basis such 
a belief can reasonably rest. and 
therefore it is difficult to reason 
about it. It seems to rest upon the 
idea that if we are feeble and weak 
in action, we will be strong and per- 
suasive in counsel; that by avowedly 
neglecting to prepare to protect our 
rights we will be the better able to 
secure their protection by appeal, by 
arbitration, or by argument. No one 
need have the elightest fear that our 
voice for peaceful settlement of the 
quarrels of nations will receive anv 
the less attention because we stand 
for the right and are prepared to 
maintain it at any proper On 
the contrary, the voice of such a one 
is always listened to and usually con- 
tro 


HALF-MILLION MEN. 

“If the determination arrived at by 
those whose knowledge, skill and ex- 
perience makes their judgment prac- 
tically conclusive is accepted, we 
should have in this country a force of 
at least 600,000 men ready for in- 
stant response to a call in the event 
of war or the imminence of war. It 
is surely not necessary to state the 
many reasons why this force may not 
be supplied by a regular standing 
army of that number constantly un- 
der arms. There is no legal way that 
the National Guard can, in time of 
peace be governed, officered or trained 
by the national government; and 
there is no legal way, excepting by 
volunteering, that it can be made 
avaliable to the nation in time of 
war to any greater extent than speci- 
fied in the Constitution, which con- 
fessedly falls short of the necessary 
uses to which an army may have to 
be put in the event of a war with a 
foreign nation. 

“It becomes necessary, therefore, to 
devise some method of making avail- 
able for the use of the nation in time 
of war a national force in supple- 
ment of that part of the national 
force, to wit, the regular army, which 
is constantly under arms; a part of 
the army, in other words, to be raised 
and maintained by Congress and gov- 
erned in all respects in accordance 
with its directions. When this system 
is devised and made operative the 
nation would militarily be in this 
situation: It would have, as the Con- 
stitution provides, an army raised and 
maintained by it, composed of a cer- 
tain number constantly under arms. 
and a very much larger number defi- 
nitely identified in personnel, provided 
with equipment and organization, pos- 
sessed of some training, and subject 
to instant call. The States would have 
the organized militia, developed with 
Federal assietance to the highest prac- 
tleable point of efficiency, available 
for the purposes specified in the Con- 
stitution, and so circumstanced that 
in the event of a war with a foreign 
nation they could, by their own voll- 
tion, immediately take their place 
with the other military force of the 
nation.” 

The report takes up in detail the 
plan of military preparations already 
made public and indorsed by Presi- 
dent Wilson, and declares the Swiss 
and Australian systems are founded 
on governmental institutions and pow- 
ers differing so radically from those 
in the United States that any attempt 
to adapt either to American use 
would mean great delay. 

“Enough has been eaid to demon- 
strate,” the Secretary concludes, that 
to get something done now—some- 
thing that is well worth while—the 
best course is to recognize and oper-

SHIPPING BILL 
IS ABOUT READY. 


General Terms Agreed U pon 
by Administration. 


First of Year is Time Fixed 
for its Introduction. 


Aim to Keep Rates Down toa 
Reasonable Basis. 


[BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The ad- 
ministration merchant marine bill 
probably will not be introduced in 
either branch of Congress before the 
first of the year. This became known 
tonight after a long talk between 
Secretaries McAdoo and Redfield, 
Senators Fletcher and Simmons, Rep- 
resentative Alexander, chairman of 
the House Merchant Marine Com- 
mittee, and Solicitor Thurman of the 


the bill. 

Details of the measure were dis- 
cussed at length and it was said 
there was complete agreement on its 
general terms. Much attention was 
given to the provisions in regard to 
the manning of vessels by Americans, 
about which there has been no final 
decwion. It was pointed out in the 
conference that while such a pro- 
Vision was desired in order that an 
adequate nunmal reserve might be 
built up, the exclusive employment 
of Americans on vessels in the Pa- 
cific trade would make competition 
with foreign merchantmen almost out 
of the question. 

This point will be gone into thor- 
oughly by all those present at the 
conference and another meeting will 
be held, probably next week. 

The provisions for regulation of 
steamships were virtually approved 
as written. The proposed shipping 
board would be clothed with power 
to regulate rates of American ships 
just as the Interstate Commerce 
Commission regulates those of rall- 
roads. 

To control the rates of foreien 
ships which trade from United States 
ports provisions have been made 
that all shins using American ports 
shall be required to secure revocable 
licenses from the shipping board 

With such a lever in its hands, it 
is felt the board can keep rates down 
to a reasonable bagis on traffic in 
this country.

AUSTRALIAN REMEDY. 

The law Australia provides that 
when proof is shown that competition 
from abroad is destroying any Aus- 
tralian industry the proper govern- 
ment official shall fle a complaint, 
upon evidence that may be submitted 
by any citizen, and a bond is then 
required from the importer for such 
amount as will cover the true value 
of the goods for customs purposes. 

The justice may then prohibit the 
importation of the goods absolutely 
or subject to such conditions or re- 
strictions as may be thought neces- 
sary. incidentally, the bond stands, 
and any person injured under it may 
sue to recover part of the surety.

Tentative Schemes by Senator Chamberlain and Repre- 
sentative Hay Contemplate Considerable Increases in 
Regular Establishment, but do not Follow the Recom- 
mendations Made by the W ar Department. 


ASHINGTON, Dec. %.—Con- 
gressiona) military committees 
will be confronted with four 

radically different plans for building 
up national defense as urged by 
President Wilson when they settle 
down next week to the work of fram- 
ing army measures to be presented to 
both houses. 

Aside from the administration plan 
outlined in the Presidents message, 
the Senate and House committees will 


have before them tentative schemes 
offered by Senator Chamberlain and 
Representative Hay, their respective 
chairmen, and also the plan prepared 


Co., At Secretary Garrison's direction by 


the war college division of the Army 
General Staff. From there four pro- 
posals will be developed solution 
— the problem, as there no indica- 
tion that serious consideration will be 
given the universal military service 
measures introduced by several in- 
dividual members of each house, 


SHOW WIDE DIVERGENCE, 


Copies of the Chamberlain and 
Hay bills, which are designed for com- 
mittee consideration only and will not 
be introduced in either house, became 
available today. They show wide di- 
vergence both from each other and 
from the plan advocated by President 
Wilson, which itself was based up- 
on a considerable modification, K is 
understood, of the War College plan, 
All four plans propose sweeping re- 
organisation of the regular army from 
top to bottom and creation of an ade- 
quate reserve for the regular lines 


— with 

roposals. It contains no mention of 
— continental army scheme, Which 
is the feature of the War Department 
programme, and proposes instead 
practically doubling the standing 
army. The Hay scheme includes the 
continental army proposal virtually 
as presented by President Wilson, 
though it does not contemplate all of 
the increases in the regular establish- 
ment also suggested and would pro- 
vide that the organized militia 3 
pay from the government on a scale 


“The War College plan has not been 
made public. It is , under- 
stood, however, to propose & far 
larger increase in the regular army 
than the administration's recommen- 
dations contemplate. 

A COMPARISON. 


Senate Military Committee meas- 
ures compared the Chamberlain and 
Hay plans for the regular army today 
with those suggested by the War De- 
partment. They found the following 
results, the figures quoted showing the 
increased numbers of organizations 
asked for each arm of the service: 

Infantry, War Department, ten regt- 
ments; Chamberlain, thirty-two regi- 
ments; Hay, no additional regiments, 
but existing organization to be main- 
tained at maximum strength at all 
times. my 

Cavalry: War Department, none; 
Chamberlain, four regiments; Hay, 
no additional regiments, but full 
strength of present commands to be 
maintained. 

Field artillery: War Department, 
four regiments; Chamberlain, four- 
teen regiments; Hay, six regiments. 
Coast artillery: War Department, 
fifty-two companies: Chamberiain, 
approximately 130 companies or max- 
imum strength of 30,045 men: Hay, 
approximately 25,000 additional men, 
but no additional officers. 

Signal corps: War Department, 
four aero squadrons; Chamberlain, 
382 officers, enlisted personnel num- 
bers to be fixed by the President, who 
will also supervise the unit organiza- 
tion of the aviation section, within 
the corps; Hay, 239 officers, seventy- 
three of whom would be specified for 
aviation duty. 

Engineer Corps: War Department, 
fifteen companies: Chamberlain, a to- 
tal of seven foot regiments and seven 
mounted battalions; Hay, one bat- 
talion. 

CHAMBERLAIN’'S PLAN.

WASHINGTON, Dec. §8.—Announce- 
ment was made today that bids for 
the two fleet submarines authorized 
by the last Congress would be opened 
at the Navy Department February 16. 
Specifications for boats designed to 
have a surface speed of twenty-five 
knots have been sent out to pros- 
pective bidders. 

Eighteeen similar or larger sub/ 
mersibles are included in the five- 
year building p for the 
navy, recommended to Congress by 
President Wlison. 

The new vessels mark a departure 
in naval construction, the depart- 
ment's announcement said, and were 
designed by the department itself. 
They will have a isplacement of 
1300 tons as compared with the 800- 
ton boats now in commission and the 
1000-ton Schley, nearing completion. 

So far as known no European 
power has p uced a submersible 
approaching twenty-five knots sur- 
face speed. To obtain the necessary 
power navy designers have planned 
vessels operated by steam turbines on 
the surface, although bids based on 
oll or gas engines will be considered 
if submitted. 

The boats will measure more than 
250 feet in length, it is understood, 
and will have a 8 radius and 
sea-going qualities to make them ef- 
fective in any weather and able to 
cruise with the battle fleet. A plan to 
abandon coast defense submarines of 
the smaller types in favor of these big 
craft is being seriously considered.

In his review of the military situa- 
tion the Chancellor said:

Thus our ene- 
mies remained at variance, The 
justified national demands of Bulgaria 
in Macedonia after the last Balkan 
war were considerably restricted in fa- 
vor of Serbia. Left in the lurch by 
Russia, Bulgaria, who bore the main 
burden of the war, had to see the 
fruits of her victories fall to her Ser- 
bian neighbors. Serbia was to be 
given preference before all others bo- 
cause she was to be advanced as 
power against Austria-Hungary. 

“Now King Ferdinand has re- 
deemed the pledge which he made 
to his people at the end of the second 
Balkan war—that the Bulgarian col- 
ors, which, then after glorious fight- 
ing, but severe disappointment, were 
folded up, should be flying free over 
the country lost at that time. 

“Serbia, of an un- 
derstanding to save the country from 
the sacrifices of a fresh campaign, 
decided not only to oppose the united 
attack of the German and Austro- 
Hungarian armies, but also to attack 
her eastern neighbors. 

“Our troops have fought in the 
Serbian mountains brilliantly, over- 
coming all hardships. We tender 
them our warm thanks, as well as our 
old loyal Austro-Hungarian comrades 
and to our newly-won friends, the 
Bulgarian which, by our side,

niki, Greece had asked for thelr as- 
sistance. Meanwhile Venizelos (ex- 
Premier.) has himself expressiv 
clared tn the Greek chamber that the 
landing of the troops at Saloniki had 
no connection with his earlier inquiry 
as to whether the Entente could place 
in readiness 150,000 soldiers for the 
assistance of Greece against Bulgaria. 

“Arbitrarily, gland and France 
began disembarking troops at Saloniki 
and proceeded with the landing in 
epite of energetic protests of the 
Greek government. Now they are be- 
having there as maeters of the coun- 
trv.

a half million tons. Unemployment 
is being checked, but it is impossible 
to bring the labor market to its 
normal state, because England is 
strangling Belgian industry by closing 
its overseas export. 

“In Poland, Lithuania and Cour- 
land we found terrible destitution 
caused by the Russiane—a state of 
complete dissolution. We created new 
police and municipal laws and sant 
tary organization. Never in history 
when so many millions are fighting in 
a life or death struggle has so much 
peaceful work been accomplished be- 
hind the front. 

“Bconomically we have sufficient 
provisions if rightly distributed. 
is a fundamental determining factor. 
The enemy for important foodstuffs is 
paying higher prices than we. 

“From our military and economical 
situation our enemies conclude that 
we are near an immediate collapse 
and are begging for peace. To Prince 
von Buelow in Switzerland: Dr. Solf. 
The Hague; Prince Maximilian of 
Baden at Stockholm, and Cardinal 
von Hartmann at Rome, were at- 
tributed missions to mediate for peace. 
They also sald, after our Serbian suc- 
cesses, that the German Emperor was 
going to Constantinople in order to 
diftate peace from there. There is 
not one word of truth in all these 
legends. This press campaign began 
when the Entente policy in the Bal- 
kans threatened and the 
enemy attempts to break through in 
the west failed. 

“I have tried to give a clear descrip- 
tion of the situation in the theaters 
of war. Against the logic of facts 
even our enemies can do nothing. 
Our calculation shows no flaw and 
there bare no uncertain factors to 
shatter our firm confidence. If our 
enemies are not yet inclined to yield 
to facts they will have to do so later. 
The German people is unshaken in 
its reliance upon its strength, which 
is invincible. It would be an insult 
to try to make us believe that we, 
strong from victory and standing far 
out in the enemy's country, should be 
inferior in endurance, activity and in- 
ternal moral power to our enemies 
who are still dreaming of victory.

WOULD PROTECT 


Growers Form Big League to 
Restore Tariff. 


Plunge into Politics from 
Business Angle. 


Dry Fight Enters Congress 
Race in Eleventh. 


To restore protection to the citrus 
industry of California a citrus league 
is being quietly organized in River- 
de, San Bernardino and Orange coun- 
ties. Orchardists and packers and all 
others in the citrus fruit industry are 
aligning themselves with the new 
league. 


to send a protectionist to Congress 
from the district in which these coun- 
tles are situated. The league will rep- 
resent a mass of wealth and its mem- 
bers alm to raise $30,000 to spend in 
restoring to the products of the dis- 
trict the protection which those prod- 
uct& enjoyed prior to the advent of 
Demoeratic misrule. 

Fundamentally the league is a buai- 
ness organization. Ultimately it will 
become a factor in politics, for it is 
through politics that the league ex- 
pects to make itself effective. 

The organizers of the league, who 
decline to permit the use of their 
names until the formal organization is 
announced, declare that the supreme 
need of the citrus belt is protection 
for citrus industries. The national or- 
ganization has sent word to the citrus 
growers that there is a definite move- 
ment on the part of Republicans to 
treat each Gongree district § ac- 
cording to its vote, so that if a Dem- 
ocrat is sent to Congress is will be 
taken for granted that his constitu- 
ents do not want a protective tariff, 
and they won't get it. 

STRIKE THROUGH CONGRESS. 


The organization of a citrus league 
has been afoot for some time, with a 
number of the more prominent grow- 
ers and packers in the citrus belt tak- 
ing a leading part. A representative 
attended a meeting of Republicans at 
Riverside Wednesday night, at which 
time he explained the purposes of the 
organization to a few prominent Re- 
pulicans who were attending a Con- 
gress district conference. 

“The place for us to strike is 
through Congress,” he said. “We 
must send a Republican to Washington 
from this district because we need his 
assistance. If we send a Democrat we 
know we won't be any better off than 
we are now and will more likely be in 
a sorrier plight than ever. We are go- 
ing at the thing systematically and will 
spend enough money to educate the 
people of the district to the vital neces- 
sity for voting protection to the indus- 


tries that have made the district re- 


nowned.” 
REAL REPUBLICANS. 


The coming national campaign will 
see an exciting battle in the Fleventh 
Congress District. The Republicans 
have organized so that the voters will 
not be blinded by the mussed-up reg- 
istration laws and so that no one but 
real Republicans can get on the ballot 
as Republicans. 

Should it develop that voters may 
declare their party affillation the fight 
will be somewhat simpler, but no leas 
effective. The Republicans will merely 
turn their attention to invoking the 
exclusion act against political fakers 
and tricksters who, until the present, 
have been any old thing to get the 
votes. The purpose of holding an ad- 
vistory election cotncident with the 
May Presidential primary is to elect 
real Republican delgates, who will go 
into a real Republican conferencé, se- 
lect a real Republican candidate and 
advise all voters in the district to sup- 
port him. 

This action will develop what should 
be the strongest Republican in the dis- 
trict. The source of power of the del- 
egates calling the conference is the 
registered Republican voters who 
elected the county committees.

If, on the other hand, the district 
goes wet, the Republican nominee will 
not be bound to vote for the Federal 
amendment, but may do so if he de- 
sires. 

The consummation of this deal, it ts 
believed, would bring about a working 
coalition between the Republicans and 
Prohibitionists that would be difficult 
for any outsider to break. 

The Prohibitionists in the Fleventh 
are out of patience with Congressman 
Kettner. They believe his campaign 
was largely financed by liquor interests 
and some of the Prohibs claim to have 
proof that it was. Most of the Elev- 
enth District Prohibitionists are pro- 
tectionists and they are annoyed at Mr. 
Kettner’s attitude on the tariff 
With the possible Prohibition- 
Republican deal in good work 
ing order, the Republicans them- 
selves up and doing, the citrus 
growers bestirring themselves— 
and all toward the same end—the 
chance of the Democratic candidate 
for Congress next fall seems to be 
bare indeed. Another thing that 
seems very likely is the failure of any 
prodigal “Progressive” like Lyman 
King, for instance, to break back into 
the Republican party and purioin a

The witness then told of his going 
to Kansas City to cause an explosion 
at a bridge across the Missouri River 
that the McClincic-Marshall people 
were putting in. He said he arrived 
in Kansas City about August 19, 1910, 
and told of visiting the bridge work, 
and of taking twelve quarts of nitro- 
glycerin down near the place and 
burying it there. He said he found 
the job well guarded and made sev- 
eral visits there, but couldn't exactly 
get a line on the watchmen and their 
times for cnanging shifts. He said 
he took photographs of the work, and 
these were introaucea and identified 
by the witness. After telling of the 
various trips, on one of which he was 
forced to hide nis expiosives in order 
to avoid detection, the witness finally 
reached the time when the explosives 


were placed.

infernal machines; that this was in 
a carrying case made to carry a ten- 
quart can. The carrying case was 
introduced as an exhibit and was idcn- 
tified by the witness. 
The witness then told of his move- 
ment, going to Chicago, thence to Mu- 
waukee, where he registered at the 


Atlas Hot and the hotel register 
with his signature thereon was intro- 
duced, thé re being “J. B. 


McGraw.” Tne witness then told of 
locating the job of Heyl-Patterson at 
Seventeenth and St. Paul avenue, Mil- 
waukee—a coal hoist, but it was not 
far enough along in construction to 
make an explosion very damaging, so 
the work was postponed. Some of 
the explosives were buried in Mi- 
waukee for use later. 
The narrative of the witness then 
covered his trips from Milwaukes to 
Portage, and thence to Duluth, and 
thence to Superior, where he caused 
two explosions on the Hey!-Fatterson 
work. He said that he then went 
to Ely, Minn., back to Duluth, and 
then to Chicago, reaching there about 
August 8, 1910. 
The witness testified that while in 
Duluth he recejved a post card from 
J. B. McNamara, from Satte, signed 
“J. B. Brice,” and saying “The best 
of friends must part.” 
The witness testified that he saw 
J. J. McNamara about August 1? or 
12, 1910, at Indianapolis, and reported 
what he had done on his trip, and 
was paid therefor. McNamara, said 
the witness, wanted him to ge to 
Rochester, get twenty quarts of nitro- 
glycerine and take it to Kansas (ty 
as soon as possible, and that he was 
instructed by McNamara to vet an- 
other dozen alarm clocks when he 
was around Pittsburgh. 
.: And did he say why he wanted 
you to come back as soon as possible? 
A. Yes air. 
Q.: What was that? 
A.: That he was going to make a 
little touringe—election touring be- 
fore the election comes off at Roches- 
ter, he would be leaving Indianapolis 
alone about the 18th or 20th of 
the month.

The witness also identified a photo- 
graph he had taken of Mr. Morehart, 
and the wagon in which the nitro- 
giycerin was hawied. 

McManigal said he carried ten 
quarts of the stuff back to Indian- 
apolis in a case that had been espe- 
cially made by J. J. McNamara. The 
case was identified by the witness and 
exhibited to the jury.

ROPERTY STIMULATES INDUSTRY 

Only the useless, the vicious, the in- 
sane, and the dishonest, join Giovannitt! and 
Job Harriman in the war cry of Proudhon 
that “property is robbery.” Property stimu- 
lates industy and prevents idleness. It 
preserves order and prevents anarchy. 
Rousseau uttered, sentimental praises of 
barbarism, but neither his contemporaries 
nor his successors believed him to be in 
earnest. 

As was well said by the late Newton 
Booth, “One Shakespeare, or Newton, or 
Fulton, or Washington, were worth all the 
savage tribes that ever lived. The world 
was not made for savages, but for men.” 

We must not recede to a lower civiliza- 
tion, but advance to a higher; the type 
must not be broken, but improved. The 
means of production must continue to in- 
crease, but the principles of distribution 
must become fair and equitable; the para- 
dox that riches and poverty increase in the 
same ratlo must be disproved. Wealth must 
not be diverted into reservoirs to stagnate, 
but to flow out in living streams, perpetual! 
rivers of abundance, making the landscape 
beautiful, the fields green and fruitful and 


have grappled with these difficulties in 
vain. Associations, phalanxes and com- 
munities, however beautiful in theory, have 
failed in their application to the facts of 
human nature. Society can never be mod- 
eled upon an invented plan; it always casts 
itself in the mold of necessity—it obeys 
its own laws. 

We must seek in our own times, in our 
own land, in our own statute and moral 
and social laws for the source of improve 
ments. We must look there, and not to the 
dreams of dreamers, for a free pulpit speak- 
ing to the great heart of the people, a 
religion that goes into the highways and 
byways, free schools whose doors are open 
to the children of all, a free press send- 
ing its streams of literature to every man's 
home, science popularized until its great 
truths blend with the public mind, me- 
chanical arts approaching that perfection 
that wil] so cheapen the commodities they 
manufacture as to place them within the 
reach of all; life and health insurance, en- 
abling the laborer and his family to be 
freed from the crushing fear of want in 
the hour of sickness and calamity; savings 
banks whereby small sums can be made 
productive, and by their aggregation com- 
pete with individual wealth, are all reme- 
dial agents whose influence will widen and 
deepen as they become more universal and 
permanent. 

„And if,” said Mr. Booth, “while new in- 
ventions continue to increase man’s in- 
dividual ability, the laws of distribution are 
made active, just as the powers of produc- 
tion are active, and labor receive its fair 
reward, there need be no fear that society 
will lapse towards barbarism in the pur- 
suit of happiness, no fear that frenzied 
passions will destroy the rights of prop- 
erty in vindication of the rights of man, no

There is no dogma, nor theory, 
nor device under the sun, upon which men 
have been so universally agreed as that 
the right of property underlies all true re- 
ligion, government and civilization. With- 
out it, deprived of all motive to acquire 
beyond the most absolute necessity, man 
would sink into the savagedom from which 
it has taken 5000 years to raise him. The

R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliar, an 
executive engineer and official of the 
government of India, at the Alexan- 
dria, yesterday, characterized Henry 
Ford's peace mission to Europe as a 
“fizzle,” 

Mr. Mudallar arrived in Los Angeles 
after a semi-officia! tour of the United 
States to study great irrigation proj- 
ects in this country. He ie one of the 
Indian representatives interested in 
the campaign in rural districts of his 
country for the adoption of the most 
modern systems of irrigation. 

“The development of farm lands in 
Southern India is of vital interest, 
Mr. Mudaliar said last night “We 
have planned some work of great mag- 
nitude, involving an expenditure of 
more than $500,000,000, in our efforts 
to protect the country from conditions 
that would result In a famine. 

“I do not believe the war between

LOS ANGELES, Dec. $.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] The recent 
death of a man in this city by being 
struck by a heavy truck calis atten- 
tion most forcibly to a very serious 
menace to human life, and a menace 
which is constantly on the increase.

HANCE TO SAVE 
ON STREET WORK. 


USE OF VACUUM SWEEPERS IN 
PLACE OF FLUSHERS. 


— 


Efficiency Commission Says Change 
may Result in Outting Down Ex- 
pense of Cleaning Streets Seventy 
Thousand Dollars a Year and Trial 
is Suggested. 


Plans for saving approximately 
$70,000 a year in street cleaning 
through the use of power-driven va- 
cuum cleaners instead of horse-drawn 
flushers, as recommended by the Ef- 
ficiency Commission, were revived by 
the City Council yesterday and for- 
warded to the Board of Public Works 
with à request for a’ detailed report 
from the engineer’s department. 

In recommending a trial of the new 
machines for at least one year over 
a wide area of city streets, the 
Efficiency Commission says this tes 
should definitely establish the util 10 
and cost ot the vacuum machine if 
comparison with * 
system. 

The results of the Efficiency Com- 
mission's investigations and the ex- 
perience with the machines tried ou 
in the last few months show that if 
the new method is applied to Sweep- 
ing Districts No. 1 and No. 2 will 
show a possible saving of $25,000 to 
$30,000 a year and, on this basis, 
their use throughout the city would 
save $63,000 to $72,000 per annum. 

In addition to this direct reduction 
in cost there would also be a con- 
siderable indirect saving through 
lightening the work of sweeping and 
Seraping wet gutters after the flush- 
ers are used. At present this work 
occupies about 25 per cent. of the 
time of the hand sweepers. Another 
tem of saving would come eliminat- 
ing the danger and expense from 
skidding automobiles and the reduc- 


the present flush 


tion of possible delays to the fire de- 
partment. 

President Betkouski of the Council 
has announced that he will oppose 
any change from flushers to vacuum 
cleaners, while Councitiman Topham 
favors the change in order to elimi- 
nate the flow of water from flushing 
to certain low parts of the city where 
this adds to the discomfort of resi- 
dents. It is held that in case the 
Council orders the change the appro- 
Ppriation made in the last budget for 
street flushing may be diverted to- 
wards the purchase or lease of the 
motor driven vacuum hines and 
their operation. 


FOR WATER RA 
COMPANY PBPETITIONS. 


The Pacific Reduction Company 
which is now suing the city in an ef- 
fort to get free water for its gar- 
bage reduction plant under the exist- 
ing contract, appealed yesterday to 
the Board of Public Works for a 
special rate for water in case the 
suit goes against the company. The 
request was referred to the Public 
Service Commission. 

The now celebrated contract be- 
tween the city and the garbage re- 
duction company contains a clause to 
the effect that the city is required to 
furnish water to t company, and, 
for a ‘time, the ‘Board of Public 
Works believed that this meant that 
= city must furnish water without 

The City Attorney ruled 
— the clause simply meant that the 
city must furnish water at a reason- 
able rate and suit followed. The 
construction of a cooling tower will 
permit the use of water many times 
and cut down the water bilis at the 
present rate, amounting to more than 
$20,000 a year to about $15,000.
